CALGARY, Sept. .13th—Neither man 
nor annimal selects health-giving 
foods by instinct, declared Dr. L. FH. 
Newburgh, Professor of Clinical In- 
vestigation at the University of Mich- 
igan, speaking here last night at Cent- 
ral United Church in connection with 
the current campaign of the Canadian 
Medical Association to increase public 
knowledge of proper dict. Dr. New- 
burgh, a leading United States auth- 
ority, asserted that chemical research 
had proven that instinet and appetite 
alone could not be trusted to tell pe- 
ople what they should eat. 


The Sll-health of mountaineers of 
the southern United States offers 
wholesale evidence of the effect of: in- 
adequate diet, said Dr. Newburgh. 


“The habitual food of large groups 
of people contains far too Httle pro- 
tein,” he stated. “Thus, in the south 
central portion of the United States, 
especially in the mountainous districts 
the food consists cheifly of corn, mol- 
asses, and salt pork, The natives are 
thin, pale, haggard, devoid of ambit- 
jon and lacking in strength. It is char- 
acteristic that they accept their debil- 
ity as a matter of course and evince ne 
interest in overcoming it. Even though 
they are suffering from a ‘protein de- 
ficiency, instinct does not prompt 
them to seek out protein-rich foods.” 


A child receives too little calcium 
for the proper development of bones 
and teeth unless it drinks four glasses 
of milk daily or takes the equivaleni 
4n the form of a pint of milk, fou 
ounces of cream, an ounce of cheese 
and a serving of some leafy vegetable, 
he contended. 


Since it would take 22 pounds of beef 
or eight pounds of bread to provide 
the calcium content of one quart of 
milk, Dr. Newburgh pointed out that 
{t would be impossible to eat enough 
meat, eggs and white bread to fill the 
calelum needs of a growing child. 


“Our forebears were wiser than they 
knew when they cherished the cow, 
for she patiently and with never a 
complaint extracts the calcium from 
high quantities of grass and delivers it 
to us in so small a package that we 
4mbibe it with case and pleasure, “he 
commented, adding that physicians 
could prescribe calcium in medicinal 
form for the occasional child with 
whom milk does not agree. 


He emphasised, too, the need for vit- 
amins. These, he said, were lacking in 
th diet of the average American big 
city dweller, causing “deficiency” dis- 
eases. Thus in addition to milk, eggs 
and meat, he recommended that daily 
dict include one pound of green leafy 
vegetables and fruit, raw or cooked.

The fol- 
lowing facts on depths and areas of 
well-known. lakes in the province, 
while they dissipate the charm of 
exaggeration heretofore enjoyed by 
the residents, are nonetheless inter- 
esting: Last Mountain Jake, 65 miles 
long and from one to four miles wide, 
is 104 feet at its deepest point, and 
covers 186 square miles; Lake Ka- 
tepwa, seven miles long by two miles 

wide, has a maximum depth ‘of 75 

feet; Madge Lake, 5 miles long by 4 

miles wide, is 90 feet deep; Kenosee 

Lake, 48 feet deep; Mission lake, 75 

feet at its deepest point; Pelletier, 

60 feet deep. 

The deepest of the Jakes in the 
province so far sounded is Pierce 
Lake, which is 800 feet at its deep- 
est spot and averages some 200 feet.
